If enacted, Rep. Paul Ryan’s “Path to Prosperity” plan would produce a $995 
billion deficit next year that wouldn’t drop below $400 billion until 2018. The 
deficit is projected at $1.6 trillion for the current fiscal year. Under President 
Obama’s budget, it would drop to $1.1 trillion next year and $774 billion in 2021.

Boehner, Reid meet 
at White House, but 
no budget deal seen 

Washington 

Prodded by President Obama, Con- 
gress’ top two lawmakers sought 
to reinvigorate compromise talks 
Tuesday aimed at cutting tens of 
billions in federal spending and 
averting a partial government shut- 
down Friday at midnight. 

There was at least a hint of flexi- 
bility, accompanied by sharply par- 
tisan attacks. 

According to Democrats, House 
Speaker John Boehner, R-Ohio, 
suggested that Republicans might 
accept a deal with $40 billion in 
cuts — more than negotiators 
had been eyeing but less than the 
House seeks. 

“We can still avoid a shutdown, 
but Democrats are going to need 
to get serious about cutting spend- 
ing — and soon,” Boehner said in 
a statement. 

Senate Majority leader Harry 
Reid sounded an accusatory note. 
“I hope the Republicans do what 
the country needs, not what they 
believe the tea party wants,” he 
said. 

Obama stepped into the dis- 
pute, at times sounding like an 
exasperated parent. He convened 


a White House meeting with the 
chief congressional antagonists, 
and then said Boehner and Reid 
would meet later in the day. 

If they can’t sort out their differ- 
ences, he said, “I want them back 
here tomorrow.” 

At issue is legislation needed 
to keep the government running 
through the end of the budget year. 


Sept. 30, and a desire by all sides 
to avoid being blamed if there is a 
shutdown. 

Twin closures in the mid-1990s 
boomeranged on Republicans when 
Newt Gingrich was speaker, help- 
ing Bill Clinton win re-election in 
1996. This year, both the White 
House and lawmakers have used 
the threat of a shutdown to seek 


leverage in the talks. 

In January, a House-passed 
measure, which included $61 billion 
in cuts, fell short in the Senate. 

In the weeks since. Congress 
has approved two stopgap bills, 
containing a total of $10 billion in 
cuts, and Obama signed both. 

On Monday, Boehner informed 
Republicans he would seek pas- 
sage of a new stopgap bill, a week- 
long measure that includes $12 bil- 
lion in cuts. 

Obama rejected it. He said he 
would sign an interim bill only if it 
were needed to get the paperwork 
together to pass a broader agree- 
ment.

Storms Pummel South 



Strong system slams 
the region, leaving at 
least 8 people dead 

Jackson, Ga. 

An enormous tree limb that crashed 
through a Georgia family’s bed- 
room killed a father and the young 
son he was holding Tuesday as a 
fast-moving storm system pound- 
ed the South with tornadoes, hail 
and lightning. At least eight people 
were killed in the region, including 
several who died on roads made 
treacherous by downed trees and 
power lines. 

Paramedics found the 4-year-old 
boy, Alix Bonhomme III, wrapped 
in the arms of his father, Alix Bon- 
homme Jr., in a sight so wrench- 
ing that even rescuers wept. Bon- 
homme’s fiancee, Marcie Moorer, 
and the couple’s younger son were 
in another room and escaped 
injury. 

Moorer said she still couldn’t 
fathom what happened when the 
storm rumbled through Jackson, 
a town about 45 miles south of 


Atlanta. 

“I’m still in shock. It hasn’t hit 
me yet,” said Moorer, who was 
planning to marry Bonhomme 
in July. 

The storms were part of a sys- 
tem that cut a wide swath from the 
Mississippi River across the South- 
east to Georgia and the Carolinas 
on Monday and early Tuesday. 

The National Weather Service 
had confirmed at least six of the 
nearly two dozen possible torna- 
does it was investigating in sev- 


eral states, though the damage in 
Jackson was blamed on 60 mph 
winds, not a twister. The system, 
which knocked out power to hun- 
dreds of thousands, including 
about 167,000 in Georgia, had 
moved over the Atlantic Ocean by 
late morning. 

Elsewhere, winds ripped off 
part of the roof of a school gymna- 
sium in Ashland City, Tenn., and 
seven people in western Kentucky 
were injured Monday when a pos- 
sible tornado hit. (ap)

Wisconsin’s Democratic state sena- 
tors returned to work Tuesday with 
little fanfare, a stark contrast to 
the scene in February when they 
fled the state in protest over an 
anti-union bill, helping fuel mas- 
sive protests that made the state 
the center of a national fight over 
union rights. 

The 14 Democrats left for Illi- 
nois on Feb. 17, leaving the Sen- 


ate with one too few members to 
vote on the bill. Republicans later 
removed some provisions from 
the bill to pass it with a lower 
quorum. 

Gov. Scott Walker signed the 
measure into law, though it is cur- 
rently tied up in court and has not 
gone into effect. It would require 
most state employees to pay more 
for health care and pension bene- 
fits while taking away most of their 
collective bargaining rights. 


Meanwhile ••• 

Activists in Wisconsin have 
turned Tuesday’s Supreme Court 
election into an intense contest that 
offers the public a formal chance to 
weigh in on the union law pushed by 
Republican Gov. Scott Walker and 
the national fight over union rights. 
Walker has said he won’t interpret 
the results as an endorsement or in- 
dictment of his policies, (ap) 


In a way, the Senate picked up 
Tuesday right where it left off The 
first bill considered was a measure 
that includes many of the spending 
items Republicans removed from 
the anti-union bill. Those are need- 
ed to plug a $137 million budget 
shortfall projected by July 1. 

The bill passed, 22-11, with 
three Democratic votes, and was 
expected to pass the Republican- 
controlled Assembly later Tues- 
day.

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Ivory Coast’s Gbagbo Stays Put 


Strongman digs heels 
in as troops encircle 
his barricaded home 

Abidjan, Ivory Coast 

Ivory Coast’s strongman leader 
Laurent Gbagbo holed up in a bun- 
ker inside the presidential residence 
Tuesday, defiantly maintaining he 
won the election four months ago 
even as troops backing the interna- 
tionally recognized winner encir- 
cled the home. 

Gbagbo’s comments by tele- 
phone to France’s LCI television 
came as French officials and a 
diplomat said he was negotiating 
his departure terms after French 
and U.N. forces launched a military 
offensive Monday. Democratically 
elected leader Alassane Ouattara 
has urged his supporters to take 
Gbagbo alive. 

Talks about Gbagbo’s depar- 
ture terms were ongoing Tuesday 
evening directly between Gbag- 
bo and Ouattara, according to a 
diplomat. 

France’s foreign minister said 
Gbagbo would be required to relin-

Assault’s Escalation 

The United Nations and French forces opened fire with attack helicop- 
ters on Laurent Gbagbo’s arms stockpiles and bases on Monday after four 
months of political deadlock. The United Nations and French forces’ offensive 
included air attacks on the presidential residence and three strategic military 
garrisons, marking an unprecedented escalation in the international commu- 
nity’s efforts to oust, as pro-Alassane Ouattara fighters pushed their way to 
the heart of the city to reach Gbagbo’s home, (ap) 


quish power in writing and must 
formally recognize Ouattara, the 
internationally backed winner of the 
November election that plunged the 
West African nation into chaos. 

But Gbagbo showed no intention 
of leaving, declaring in his interview 
with French television that Ouat- 
tara “did not win the elections” 
even though he was declared the 
victor by the U.N., African Union, 
U.S., former colonial power France 
and other world leaders. “I won the 
election, and I am not negotiating 
my departure,” Gbagbo said. 

Hamadoun Toure, spokesman 
for the U.N. mission to Ivory Coast, 
said that the U.N. had received 
phone calls Tuesday from the three 
main Gbagbo-allied generals, say- 
ing they were planning to order 
their troops to stop fighting. 

President Obama said Tuesday 
he welcomed the role of the U.N. 
and French forces in Ivory Coast. 

“To end this violence and pre- 
vent more bloodshed, former pres- 
ident Gbagbo must stand down 
immediately and direct those who 
are fighting on his behalf to lay 
down their arms,” Obama said in a 
statement, rukmini callimachi (ap)

A rebel military leader lashed out at 
NATO Tuesday, saying it was falling 
short in its mission to protect Liby- 
an civilians. The alliance said ruler 
Moammar Gadhafi’s forces position 
heavy weapons in populated areas, 
preventing some airstrikes.

Southwest 


Last Friday s incident raises questions 
about impact of frequent trips on planes 


Phoenix 

Boeing was surprised when a section of 
a Southwest jetliner’s fuselage ripped 
open in flight because the plane wasn’t 
old enough to be worrisome, a compa- 
ny official said Tuesday, as the airline 
cleared most of its older 737 planes to 
return to the skies. 

Boeing engineers did not expect to 
see the cracks, because they thought 
they had designed the joints that hold 
the 737-300s’ aluminum skin in place 
to be more robust. 

They believe the planes would not 
need inspections for at least 60,000 
pressurization cycles, the number of 
times that a plane takes off and lands. 
The company hadn’t even issued 
inspection specifications because 
none of the planes involved were any- 
where near that old. 

The Southwest jet was 15 years 
old and logged 39,000 cycles. 

“I would say that it’s regrettable 
that we had to accelerate our plans to 
recommend inspections based on an 


event of this nature,” Boeing chief 737 
engineer Paul Richter said. He said the 
company has given repair instructions 
to Southwest for three planes. 

Southwest grounded nearly 80 
Boeing 737-300s after its jet leaving 
Phoenix lost pressure Friday, forcing 
pilots to make an emergency landing 
125 miles away in Yuma. 

Friday’s incident, however, raised 
questions about the impact that fre- 
quent takeoffs and landings by short- 
haul carriers like Southwest put on 
their aircraft and the adequacy of the 
inspections. 

A Federal Aviation Administra- 
tion emergency order will require 
initial inspections using electromag- 
netic devices on some Boeing 737 
aircraft in the -300, -400 and -500 
series that have accumulated more 
than 30,000 takeoffs and landings. 
It will require repetitive inspections 
at regular intervals. 

The Southwest jet in Friday’s inci- 
dent had logged 39,000 pressurization 
cycles, a measurement of the number

The order is “certainly a step in 
the right direction,” said National 
Transportation Safety Board mem- 
ber Robert Sumwalt, who is in Yuma 
with the board’s accident investiga- 
tion team. 

Many of the planes that fall under 
the FAA order don’t fall under U.S. 
auspices. The FAA has authority only 
over U.S. operators, but government 
aviation agencies in most other coun- 
tries usually follow FAA’s safety direc- 
tives with their own orders.

That the skin peeled away 
shouldn’t come as a surprise, said 
Paul Czysz, professor emeritus of 
aeronautical engineering at St. Louis 
University.

When a fatigue crack emerges, he 
said, that means the limit is being 
pushed.

Amtrak Seeks Rail Upgrade Funds 



Company says project 
would benefit riders 
from D.C. up to Boston 

High-Speed Trains 

Amtrak is seeking nearly $1.3 bil- 
lion to speed trains between Bos- 
ton and Washington. 

The (Trenton, N.J.) Record 
newspaper reports Amtrak is seek- 
ing $238 million for preliminary 
engineering and environmental 
analysis on two new high-speed 
tunnels between New Jersey and 
New York, and a new Penn Station 
South in Manhattan. 

Amtrak said the projects would 


benefit people traveling north from 
the Washington area to New York 
and from New England south. 
Amtrak hopes to use the projects 
as a cornerstone of a plan to build a 


new 220 mph high-speed rail sys- 
tem. The tunnels and station are 
projected to cost $13.5 billion. 

Plans also call for replacing the 
Portal Bridge in New Jersey with a 


fixed structure that’s tall enough 
for boats to pass under. Officials 
say the new span, which will con- 
nect Kearny and Secaucus, would 
ease delays for Amtrak and NJ 
Transit trains. New Jersey would 
have to contribute up to $150 mil- 
lion and Amtrak $570 million to 
that project. 

Last year Amtrak unveiled a 
$117 billion, 30-year vision for 
high-speed rail on the East Coast 
that would drastically reduce trav- 
el times along the congested corri- 
dor. Amtrak also appointed a vet- 
eran transportation professional, 
Albrecht “Al” Engel, as vice presi- 
dent of a new high-speed rail depart- 
ment. (AP/THE WASHINGTON POST)

CityCenterDC May Spark 
New Downtown Revival 


Washington 

Development of 10 acres of land 
that the District freed up when it 
demolished its original conven- 
tion center was supposed to mark 
a major step in drawing residents 
and shops into the city to rejuve- 
nate downtown. 

That was 15 years ago. As the 
project gets underway, CityCenter- 
DC will in many ways cap off the 
effort to revive downtown Wash- 
ington rather than initiate it. 

On Monday, Mayor Vincent C. 
Gray and members of the D.C. Coun- 
cil gathered to celebrate the start of 
construction at the site, currently 
part of a parking lot bounded by 
New York Avenue and H Street NW 
to the north and south, respective- 
ly, and Ninth and 11th streets to the 
east and west, respectively. 

Six buildings are planned for the 
site over the next three years — two 
for apartments, two for condomini- 
ums and two for offices, all connect- 


ed by a public courtyard. There will 
be 458 apartments, 216 condomin- 
iums, 185,000 square feet of retail, 
515,000 square feet of offices and 
four levels of underground parking. 
Developers from Hines Interests, of 
Houston, and Archstone, of Engle- 
wood, Colo., said the $700 million 
project would deliver some of the 
highest-quality offices and hous- 
ing in the city. 

The District is leasing the 
property to Hines-Archstone for 
$500,000 annually over a 99 -year 
period and expects to collect about 
$30 million annually in taxes. Nine- 
ty-two apartments will be rented at 
below-market rates. 

Gerald D. Hines, founder and 
chairman of Hines Interests, said 
that in designing a project with 
street-level amenities and a street 
grid that will reconnect the site 
with surrounding blocks, the proj- 
ect “has a scale that every citizen 
of Washington will understand.”

Album Review 

Robbie Robertson, former guitarist 
and chief songwriter for the water- 
shed ’60s outfit the Band and a 
(very) occasional solo artist, is a vir- 
tuoso teller of other people’s tales. 
On “How to Become Clairvoyant,” 
his first solo disc in 13 years and his 
best since his self-titled solo debut, 
Robertson excavates his own histo- 
ry for the first time. “Clairvoyant” 
is as close to a musical autobiogra- 
phy as it’s possible to get.

It’s all here: The formative years 
(“Straight Down the Line”), the lost 
weekend of the ’70s (“He Don’t Live 
Here No More”), the rise (“When 
the Night Was Young”) and disso- 
lution of the Band (“This Is Where 
I Get Off,” with a key line, “Every- 
thing you leave behind/Catches up 
in another time,” that’s a bumper- 
sticker summation of virtually all of 
Robertson’s greatest songs). 

The album takes a leisurely 
tour of blues, folk, rock and Native

American rhythms, everything 
coated with a heavy layer of atmo- 
spherics and a heavier coating of 
seriousness. 

“Clairvoyant” is stuffed with 
guest stars of every stripe: nos- 
talgic (Steve Winwood), unlike- 
ly (Trent Reznor, Tom Morello) 
and supersize: The disc began as 
a collaboration with Eric Clapton. 
He duets on “Fear of Falling,” the 
only time Robertson seems to lose 
his footing, probably because it 
sounds like a middling Eric Clap- 
ton song. On a disc that is at its 
best when it’s wandering the back 
roads of Robertson’s past, it’s an 
unnecessary detour, allison stewart

No Spoilers, Please 



With new technology, 
it's hard to keep this 
'Scream' under wraps

When the original “Scream” sliced 
into theaters nearly 15 years ago, 
the term “blog” had yet to be 
invented, and the closest thing to 
Facebook was America Online. 
While such innovation serves as 
fodder for the tongue-in-cheek 
slasher series’ fourth edition, it’s 
also a threat to the franchise’s first 
sequel since 2000’s “Scream 3.” 

As with the previous films, the 
filmmakers have worked hard to 
keep “Scream 4” under wraps. 
Wes Craven, the franchise’s direc- 
tor, said it’s been shown only six 
times prior to the previews for the 
media ahead of the film’s April 15 
release. 

“We took everyone’s cell 
phones,” Craven says. “We made 
them sign non-disclosure agree- 
ments, and we went on the Inter- 
net and watched all night to see 
who posted what. ... By and large, 
people honored our plea to keep 
it a secret.” 

Besides the sharp wit and tense 
action sequences, the “Scream” 
films have always been known for 
their whodunit twist endings that 
reveal which suspect was actual- 
ly slicing through the cast of char- 
acters while sporting a Ghostface 
costume. “Scream 4,” however, is 
being unmasked at a very different 
time than the original trilogy. 

With the tap of a “tweet” but- 
ton, “Scream 4” could be spoiled 
faster than it took Rebecca Black 
to become a YouTube sensation, 
potentially decreasing moviego- 


ers’ motivation to see the latest 
stab-a-thon. In fact, for those who 
look hard enough online, the film’s 
actual ending has already been 
described in detail — but so have 
several fake ones, too. 

“I hate people that spoil things 
for me when I’m going to see a 
film,” says David Arquette, who 
reprises his role as the not-quite- 
as-bumbling Sheriff Dewey in the 
fourth edition. “It’s kind of a creepy 
personality trait: wanting to be the

Neve Campbell returns to 
“Scream 4” as Sidney Prescott, 
the franchise’s heroine, who has 
authored a self-help book titled “Out 
of the Darkness.” When her book 
tour brings her back to Woodsboro, 
the suburban setting of the first 
film, another round of serial slay- 
ings is unleashed on the town, and 
everyone — including Prescott — is 
a suspect. CourtneyCox also repris- 
es her role from the original trilogy 
as cutthroat journalist Gale Weath- 
ers, now wife of Dewey. 

In an effort to keep plot points 
from leaking to actors who didn’t 
get a part, unlike the other three 
films. Craven auditioned actors 
with pages only from the first 
“Scream” script instead of new 
material from “Scream 4.” 

“The secrecy part is really hard,” 
says Emma Roberts, who joins the 
fray as Sidney’s teen cousin, Jill 
Roberts, “because you so want 
to run out and tell your friends 
every amazing part about it.”

Airfares have repeatedly risen 
this year, the dollar has struggled 
against the euro, and Europe’s eco- 
nomic crisis is still rattling finan- 
cial markets. Americans planning 
their summer vacations could well 
ask what’s the point of going to 
Europe this year? 

But savvy tourists considering 
the Continent might also be won- 
dering whether there are bargains to 
be had, especially in the four Euro- 
pean countries worst hit by the eco- 
nomic crisis — Portugal, Ireland, 
Greece and Spain.

The Bold South 

Paula and Emeril don’t need last names to be recognized in the 

pantheon of Southern chefdom. Chapel Hill, N.C., chef Sara Foster isn’t quite 
that famous — yet — but her homey-yet-hip ways with grits, fried chicken 
and south-of-the-Mason-Dixon-Line veggies win her hordes of fans — and 
frequent spots on the “Today” show and Martha Stewart Living television. 
Her latest cookbook, “Sara Foster’s Southern Kitchen” ($35, Random House), 
puts new spins on old family recipes from shrimp etouffee to blackberry 
cobbler. We chatted with her about how Southern doesn’t always mean 
cream gravy and fried everything. Jennifer barger (express) 


Why did it take you until your 
fourth book to actually 
do a Southern one? 

I think Fve always cooked South- 
ern. But the inspiration for this 
book came from a collection of 
my grandmother’s recipes that 
were turned over to me. They’re 
in a binder, and some of them are 
written on old grocery lists and 
deposit slips! 

Why do you love Southern cuisine? 

I think that Southern food is ingre- 
dient-driven. We have such long 
growing seasons that we can get 
great produce for so much of the 
year at farmer’s markets. The cul- 
ture of eating local didn’t really go 
out of style in the South. 

People think of Dixie cuisine as 
comforting and fattening, is that 
always true? 

Well, I do think there’s a tradi- 
tional side to it, where people love 
chicken and dumplings, and fried 
okra. But I also want people to 
know we don’t eat like that every 
day. There’s a fresh, seasonal side 
to Southern. 

Are there techniques that’ll help 
you cook these recipes? 

I use sidebars in the book to help 
people out with that, do things like 
show them how to strip a chicken or 
knowing how to can or barbecue. 



What are the cornerstones of the 
Southern pantry? 

Well, I think grits and rice, and 
then whatever you can get sea- 
sonally. In the summer, I love that

PIMIENTO CHEESE 
WITHCORNBREAD 
TOASTS 


Ingredients 

» 2 cups (8 oz.) grated extra- 
sharp Cheddar cheese 
» 1 cup (3 oz.) freshly grated 
Parmesan cheese 
o One 4-oz. jar pimiento 
peppers, drained and 
chopped 

» 1/2 cup of your favorite 
mayonnaise 

» 1 tablespoon apple cider 
vinegar 
» 1 tsp honey 

o Pinch of ground cayenne 
pepper 

» Sea salt and freshly ground 
black pepper 

Makes About Two Cups 

Combine the Cheddar and Parmesan 
cheeses, pimiento peppers, mayon- 
naise, vinegar, honey, cayenne, salt 


and black pepper to taste in a bowl, 
and stir to blend. Cover and refriger- 
ate until ready to serve, or for up to 
one week. For best flavor, make one 
day ahead. 

When ready to serve, remove from 
the refrigerator and let come to room 
temperature. 

Cornbread Toasts 

Preheat the oven to 400 F. 

Cut day-old cornbread into slices 
about 1/4-inch thick and 2 inches long. 
Brush lightly with olive oil and place 
in the oven for 10 to 12 minutes, until 
golden brown around the edges. Re- 
move from the oven and cool slightly. 
Spoon a dollop of Pimiento Cheese 
(recipe above) on one end of each 
toast and garnish with an arugula or 
celery leaf. Serve warm or at room 
temperature.
